Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1952. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES,  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE:  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the  District,  HOUSING,  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD.  Separate  reports  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the1  Report. 

Vita!  Statistics. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  for  mid-1952  is  99,703,  which  is  an  increase  of  608  from 
mid-1951.  The  figures  for  each  District  are  given  on  page  10,  where 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  in  the  total  figure  is  due  to  increases 
in  Sevenoaks  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  and  Tonbridge  Rural  District, 
whereas  the  estimated  figures  for  Tonbridge  Urban  and  Southhorough 
Urban  Districts  are  lower  than  for  the  previous  year. 

The  BIRTH  RATE,  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  14-3  compared 
with  14-7  for  the  Area  in  1951  and  15  3  for  England  and  Wales 
in  1952. 

The  DEATH  RATE  for  the  Joint  Area  was  12*1,  whereas  that 
for  Elngland  and  Wales  was  11' 3;  in  1951  the  Death  Rate  in  the 
Joint  Area  was  12*6. 
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In  the  table  of  Statistics  on  page  11,  in  addition  to  the  Crude  Birth 
and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  adjusted  Birth  and 
Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  adjusted  Rates  are  obtained  by 
multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability  Factors  for  the 
individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General;  this  Factor 
makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population  in  a  particular  District  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to 
be  compared  with  one  another. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  for  the  Area  was  24-6  compared 
with  276  for  Eh  gland  and  Wales. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  the  Area  during  the  year. 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  are  shown  for 
each  District  on  pages  16  to  18.  The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever 
was  generally  higher  than  in  the  previous  year  but  the  disease  was 
of  mild  type.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  and  no  deaths 
occurred  from  scarlet  fever,  measles  or  whooping  cough. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  11  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  of 
which  was  fatal.  In  three  of  the  cases  no  paralysis  developed.  The 
age  distribution  was  as  follows: — -

Tuberculosis. 

In  1952,  67  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  24  new  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  61  pul¬ 
monary  and  22  non-pulmonary  in  1951.  During  the  year  there  were 
14  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2  from  non-pulmonary 
compared  with  21  deaths  from  pulmonary  and  4  from  non-pulmonary 
tin  1951. 

The  figures  for  individual  Districts  are  given  on  page  19. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

Twenty-two  notifications  of  food  poisoning  were  received  from,  the 
Joint  Area  during  the  year.  Particulars  are  given  for  each  District 
as  shown  in  the  Index. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Much  educational  work  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  Details  of  structural  improvements  to  Food  Premises  are 
noted  in  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  sections  of  the 
individual  Districts. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  20.  (Under  this 
section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  apply  for  only  one  Order  under 
this  section.  This  was  in  respect  of  a  man  aged  84  years  living  in 
Sevenoaks  Rural  District.  His  removal  to  Hospital  became  necessary 
when  his  housekeeper  gave  notice  that  she  was  leaving  the  house  in 
which  he  was  living,  as  he,  in  addition  to  being  aged,  was  severely 
crippled  and  unable  to  look  after  himself.  The  Order  was  made  under 
the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  for  three  weeks  in 
the  first  instance  on  the  1st  September,  1952,  and  was  subsequently 
extended  on  two  occasions  for  further  periods  of  three  months  under 
section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  He  was  removed 
to  the  chronic  sick  ward  of  a  General  Hospital  where  he  was  comfort¬ 
ably  looked  after  until  his  death  on  the  24th  December,  1952. 

Legislation.

During  the  year  supplies  in  general  were  sufficient  and  satisfactory. 
Samples  were  taken  from  various  supplies  to  isolated  areas  where  no 
main  exists.  Samples  were  also  taken  from  the  various  water 
companies  serving  the  area.  One  private  main  serving  a  number  of 
cottages  was  renewed  with  a  consequent  improvement  in  the  pressure. 

Approximately  95%  of  houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct 
with  mains  water.

In  one  instance  a  rainwater  supply  was  found  to  be  very  alkaline, 
and  on  investigation  it  was  ascertained  to  be  due  to  the  solvent  action 
of  soft  water  on  asbestos  guttering.

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  all  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  and  sold,  with  a  view  to  maintaining  good  hygienic  condi¬ 
tions.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Tonbridge  Rural  District  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  six 
Water  Undertakings  and  supplies  were  sufficient  throughout  the  year. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-two  houses  were  newly  connected  to  a  main 
supply  during  the  year. 

Fourteen  samples  of  the  mains  supplies  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  three  for  chemical  analysis.  The 
reports  are  summarised  below.  Two  houses  which  relied  on  weekly 
delivery  by  water-cart  were  connected  to  the  main  supply  which  was 
extended  from  a  farm. 

Two  well  supplies  were  found  to  be  contaminated  and  subsequently 
abandoned  when  main  water  was  laid  to  the  properties.  Intermittent 
contamination  occurred  to  a  shallow  well  supplying  a  dairy  farm, 
two  cottages,  and  a  small  hop-picking  camp.  As  a  result  of  informal 
action  a  service  pipeline  is  being  laid  from  the  main  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  away.

The  structural  conditions  of  nearly  all  cafes,  restaurants  and 
canteens  was  raised  to  a  satisfactory  standard  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
thus  the  programme  commenced  in  1950  is  practically  complete.  Two 
hotel  kitchens  were  altered  and  the  interiors  improved  to  provide 
better  facilities,  and  two  roadside  cafes  were  structurally  improved 
to  comply  with  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Other  premises 
frequently  inspected  during  the  year  were  cleansed  and  redecorated. 

Three  bakehouse  premises  were  closed  during  the  year,  reducing 
the  number  on  the  register  from  14  to  11.  Informal  action  was  taken 
in  8  cases  requesting  interior  cleansing  and  the  remedy  of  minor 
defects.  One  premises  was  found  to  be  badly  infested  with  beetles. 
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The  occupier  was  advised  to  engage  a  firm  who  specialise  in  disin¬ 
festation  and  the  premises  are  now  free  from  bettles. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
ice  cream  sampling  and  for  inspections  of  butchers’  premises  used 
for  the  manufacture  of  sausages.  Informal  action  was  necessary  at 
three  butchers’  premises  which  required  cleansing  and  provision  of 
facilities  for  hand  washing.  All  defects  were  remedied. 

Grocers’  shops,  fishmongers’  premises  and  other  retail  food  shops 
were  all  inspected  during  the:  year.  Informal  notices  were  served 
requesting  provision  of  facilities  for  constant  hot  water  supplies. 
Seven  grocers’  premises  were  provided  with  these  facilities.  One 
fishmonger’s  fish  preparation  room  was  improved  and  provided  with 
additional  facilities. 

Several  mobile  vans  operate  throughout  the  year  and  are  chiefly 
engaged  in  the  sale  of  fruit,  ice  cream,  and  fish  and  chips.  These 
were  found  to  be  well  managed  and  clean  and  no  action  was  necessary. 
The  stalls  operating  in  hop-picking  camps  during  the  season  were 
entirely  satisfactory  and  no  complaints  were  received  from  the 
pickers. 

In  a  Canning  Factory  in  the  District  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  hygiene  is  maintained. 

The  practice  of  educating  food  handlers  at  their  particular  premises 
has  been  continued  and  this  method  has  been  found  to  be  the  most 
expedient  in  the  Rural  District.

6.  Food  Poisoning. 

In  June  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  assisted  in  the  investigation 
of  the  occurrence  of  cases  due  to  Salmonella  Typhi-murium  one  of 
the  food  poisoning  group  organisms,  in  a  large  General  Hospital  in 
the  District.  In  making  recommendations  to  the:  Surgeon  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  Hospital  the  M.O.H.  received  valuable  assistance  from 
Medical  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a  full  report  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning,  probably  due  to  Staphylococcus  in 
tinned  crab,  occurred.  A  further  isolated  case  of  food  poisoning  due 
to  Salmonella  typhi-murium  was  notified ;  the  source  was  not  detected.

6.  Disinfestation. 

Fifteen  premises  were  visited  in  connection  with  infestations — 
eight  for  bugs.,  four  for  fleas,  two  for  cockroaches  and  one 
for  an  insect  which  was  identified  as  the  so-called  drug  store 
beetle,  Stegobium  panaceum.  This  w'as  found  in  large  numbers  in  a 
bedroom  and  no  explanation  for  its  presence  could  be  found.  Treat¬ 
ment  with  D.D.T.  powder  was  very  successful. 


Among  the  bug  infestations  was  a  group  of  four  houses.  A  com¬ 
plaint  was  received  from  an  end  house  of  a  few  bugs.  On  investigation 
it  was  found  that  one  of  the  middle  four  houses  was  very  badly 
infested,  but  the  block  was  cleared  by  residual  spraying  all  walls  and 
the  backs  of  large  furniture  with  D.D.T. 

In  one  unoccupied  house  very  badly  infested  with  fleas,  para- 
dichlorbenzene  crystals  proved  very  effective. 

In  all  other  cases  occupiers  were  advised  on  treatment  and 
assistance  given  by  supplying  suitable  insecticides.

Extensive  alterations  were  carried  out  to  one  cafe  early  in  the  year, 
and  work  on  improvements  to  the  kitchens  of  another  large  cafe  were 
also  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  new  bakehouse  which  was  being  planned  at  the  end  of  1951 
was  built  during  1952  and  brought  into  use  in  December.  This  is  a 
modern  bakehouse  and  has  been  well  planned  on  hygenic  hues  and 
replaces  an  unsatisfactory  old  and  cramped  bakery  which  is  now 
closed.  One  other  bakehouses  was  closed,  and  the  premises  are  used 
as  a  bread  and  confectionery  despatch  room  for  goods  received  from 
a  large  bakehouse  in  another  District.
